The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 71 is cancelled. 

Claim 70, line 4, insert - - a sensor for outputting a variable pressure value based on a 
user applied pressure to the at least one switch- - after the word "on the housing," 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 61 has not 
been rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be 
found which disclose or suggest a method for controlling an ultrasonic surgical instrument, 
comprising the steps of at least a switch locates on a housing, a sensor is used for outputting a 
variable pressure value based on a user applied pressure to the at least the switch and a 
generator is used for outputting a variable power level to energize a transducer; monitoring the 
user applied pressure to the switch and outputting a pressure value in response thereto; 
providing a switching functionality according to a lagging effect as the monitored user applied 
pressure is changed; and operating the transducer at a variable power level in response to the 
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user applied monitored pressure, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set 
forth in claim 61. 

3. As to claim 70, the prior art does not teach the invention including, a method for 
controlling an ultrasonic surgical instrument, comprising the steps of at least a switch locates on 
a housing, a sensor is used for outputting a variable pressure value based on a user applied 
pressure to the at least the switch and a generator is used for outputting a variable power level 
to energize a transducer, monitoring a user applied pressure to the switch and outputting a 
pressure value in response thereto; activating the transducer at a first power level if the 
monitored user applied pressure reaches a first threshold; deactivating the transducer if the 
monitored user applied pressure reaches a second threshold; and operating the transducer at a 
variable power level in response to the user applied monitored pressure.
